Ju Peon once 
Painted o picture of a girl -in 
despalr. Every one thought that 
it was the work of Dagnan-

As the Geaelt of a motion adopted, with one dissentient, at. 
the Urban Council. Meeting held yesterday afternoon, pasteurisa- 


»tion of milk will be compulsory 


Replies to questions asked by 
as follows: — 


Question: Whether the proposed ; 1 
enforcement will adversely . affect 
the smaller dairies, and result: in 
the permanent closure, of these 
dairies? _ , 

Answer; It is.expected that some 
of the smaller dilries will be" 
affected. Whether they close down 
permanently or whether they adopt 
some form of amalgamation or co- 
‘operation ts for the owners: them- 
Selves tu decide. 

Question: If the answer fs in the 
affirmative; whether the Dalry 
Farm, Ice and Cold Storage Co., 
which possesses a pasteurisation 
plant and which 1s the main source 
of milk-supply.in.the Colony. will 
be able to maintain an adequate 
supply irrespective of Ps season’ 
or drought? " 

Answer: There 1s no reason to 
belleve that the Dalry Farm Ice 
‘and Cold ‘Storage Co., Ltd. will be 
unable to maintain an’ adequate 
supply of miik to regular custom-. 
ers, The Dairy Farm Co. {3 pre- 
pared to take» steps to "meet any 
additional demand for its. milx 
which may arise through ‘the In- 
:troduction of compulsory pasteuri- 
sation, provided that indication ‘of 
an increased demand {s forthcom- 
ing at h reasonably early date, say 
six .months, before: compulsory 
pasteurisation becomes effective. 


NEVER INADEQUATE SUPPLY’ 


Question: Is it a fact, that in 
the past,"the milk supply. of the 
Dairy Farm, Ice and Cold Storage 
Co., was. quite Inadequate, especial- 
ly during the. Summer months? 

Answer: It {s not correct to say 
that the milk’ supply of the Dairy 
Farm Co.-has been inadequate at 
any time in the past. It js true 
that occasionally the supply has 
been unable. to ‘cope with an 
abnormal demand. This happened 


for Instance during two.spells of ; 
very hot weather in June and} 


September last year, when the yield |. 
of milk decreased ‘on account of 
the heat and the consequent 
suffering of the cattle,: while 
simultaneously there. was an in- 
creased demand ‘for milk, especial- 
ly ‘from hotels. and restaurants, to 
. quench. the thirst of human beings, 

Question: What steps does -the 
Government propose to take, with 
a view to ensure an Adequate sup- }. 
ply after the enforcement of com- 
nulsory pasteurisation? . 

Answer: The Gdévernment does 
not. propose, ‘at this stage, to take |. 
any steps to ensure an adéqtate 
supply of milk after the. enforce- 
ment of compulsory pasteurisation. 
Tt is expected that adequate quan- 
titles of milk will be forthcoming 
in accordance with the usual 
economic principle of demand and 
supply. 

NO SHORTAGE. 


The Chairman; The date sug- }- 


gested for bringing compulsory 
‘pasteurisation into effect ig July 1; 
1938.. The generous perled of grace 
between the present ond that date 
is for the purpose of giving the 
local dairies sufficient time to pre- 
pare the necessary organisation for 
the pearson of thetr- milk.

Dr. R. H. de Caktro ‘Basto, op- 

posing the motion, sald:—

therein, yet it should not be for- 
Rotten that ‘by Coing so It kills at 
the same time certain other or- 
ganisms which are. beneficial to 
health and also destroys some of 
the ‘vitamins present. 

My main objection agatrist the 
motion.is that it proposes the com- 
pulsory pasteurisation of all milk 
exposed for sale. : 

Should the motion be adopted 
{t- would have the effect cf raising 
the price of milk which ‘is in ‘itself 
already high when compared with 
other articles of diet. 

A better plan would be to em- 
power the Council to enforce com- 
pulsory. pasteurisation when the 
occasion demands it, eg. during 
epidemics. At ather times pas- 
teurisation should be optional. 

DR. WELLINGTON’S VIEWS 

. Hon. Dr. A. R. Wellington, reply- 
ing, said’ that in Toronto where 
pastéurisatior tad been’ compul- 
sory for many. years the childrén 
‘tn the’ street were just as healthy 
as anywere and the death rate was 
very. small. ; 

Dr. Wellington observed that no 
) vitamins were killed by, pasteurisd- 
tion, "I don't. krow. of any vur- 
ganisms in ordJrary ‘fresh milk 
that are of very great benefit to 
human beings. It may be so but 
I don’t know,” he said. 

Dr. Basto commented that” sour 
milk was ‘beneficial and argued 
that certain, vitamins were .des- 
troyed by pasteurtsation. . 

NO GRANT

Coronation plang and the great 
London traffic problem have not 
been allowed to affect the calcula- 
tions of the London bus" strikers, 
who stubbornly~refuse to settle.

There are now prospects of a 
prolonged stoppage, and the ad- 
ditional danger of 12.000 tram and 
trollybus workers joining, Mr. Be~ 
vin points out.

A “THIN TIME”. FOR 
‘. PANKS 


Between six and. seven hundred 
officers of all three services were 
glyen a demonstration of modérn 
methods of applying gunfire at, the 
Schoo! of artillery; Larkhill, re- 
cently. Most of the {ters were of 
a highly technical nature, and 
in fact, Instructional lec- 
tures, accompanied by" practical 
demonstrations; but there was also 
much of general interest.” 

A most spectacular affair was a 
combined attack by’ machine 
guns and {8-pounder and 4.6 
howitzer batterles.. The machine 
guns used tracer and smoke ob- 
servation bullets, and’the howit- 
zers used smoke shells mixed with 
their high explosive barrage to 
give a screen, effect. The speed 
with which the mechanised artil- 
lery came into action and the pre- 
cigion with which the barrages 
Were put down and lifted were an 
excellent demonstration of the 


| efficiency of our gunners. 


The anti-tank and. anti-aircraft 
exhibitions were most Interesting.. 
One was to show that antl-air- 
craft guns could, In emergency, be 
used agains ‘tanks, even though 
these weapong are designed for 
high angle fire. Tracer projectiles 
were used, and though {t was ot- 
vious that the gun crews had not 
had much: practice tn the “work 
they, put, up.a very convincing 
show against rapidly moving tar- 
gets. The 18-pounders also shot 
at dummy tanks twisting and 
dashing about all over the range, 
and the impression of the specta- 
tors was that tanks In'real war- 
fare would haveva very “thin” 
One was- knocked out al- 
most as soon as Jt appeared, and 
few. or.the others lived to press 
home their attack. 

“HOSE PIPE” FIRING 

One of the anti-aircraft demon- 
strations could not be given owing 
to. low cloud and poor visibility, 
but the ‘defence of a position 
against low-fying aircraft with 
the now obsolescent Lewls gun was 
excellent. The target was a 
“sleeve” towed by an aeroplane, and 
the method use was that known us 
“hose-pipe” firing. Tracer bullets 
are mixed with the. ordinary ball 
in large proportion, and the effect 
1s as though the gun were spray- 
Ing’ out fire just as 2 hose Sprays 
water.. 

‘The usual method of alming Is 
neglected, and the Jet of projec- 
tiles 1s held on the target by direct 
observation. The methods. is ob-~ 
viously effective, -and it did not 
need the severing of the tow wire 
close to the target Im the second 
run—to the cheers of the specta- 
tors—to show that a large pro- 
portion of shots were golng home. 

All the demonstrations during 
the two days were impressive as 
well on their technical side as for 
the smooth running of the minia- 


ture course of instruction and the. 


way the’ long column of ‘lorries 
moved from point to’ point over 
the great expanse of the rauges 
taking spectators and delivering 
them at the various, observation 
Points exactly to time. The Gun- 
ners, certainly are efMcilent in 
‘everything they undertgke.
